Washington, May 27.—Much good is 


expected to result from the new re- 
strictions Issued to army officers in 
charge of recruiting. 
Chanr-es are 


made in the methods of examination, 


I in order that there may be a stand- 
ard physical and mental qualifications. 
The Instructions are specific in de- 
tail and leave uncovered no charac- 
teristic which would be useful for 
guidance in' the acceptance of those 
who apply for enlistment in the mil- 
itary establishment. 
One important 


rule makes it impossible to accept 
as a recruit any man with an unsight- 
ly facial blemish. 
The military au- 


thorities realize that there is oppor- 
tunity for poking fun at the system 
by misconstruing these exactions, but 
it is desired to maintain what has 


i been casually described as the soldi- 
erly appearance of the individuals in 
the ranks. -There tare deformities 
which may not prove a disqualifying 
factor when" it comes to enlistment, 
but it is desired tl'at the army shall 
have soldiers with a "naity" bearing. 


Under the new system recruits, are 


now examined at five or six depots 
and the examination is conducted'by 
regular —-dlcal officers, who under- 
stand \v) "• is necessary in a recruit. 
By this means H is possible to es- 
tablish uniformity in the system of 


j accepting recruits. 
Previously this 


examination was conducted at 
the 


]many recruiting stations by civilian•. 
] physicians, who were paid in accord\ 
jance with the number ot examina- 
tions held. These civilian physicians 
did not always know exactly what 
was desired, and there were occas- 
ionally acceptances of men who later 
had to 
be discharged for disability 


or became incapacitated for duty and 
claimants for pensions. New recruits 
are only provisionally accepted 
at 


the recruiting stations and are then 
transported to the recruit depots, such , 
as that at Fort Slocum, New York, for 
the entrance examination and formal . 
acceptance. Under this system it is i 
possibie to identify men who are des- 
tined to become charges on the Gov- 
ernment on account of a disability 
which ordinarily would 
be 
passed 


over under previous method of exam- 
ination. Great care is also exercised ' 
to ascertain antecedents and personal; 
habits, in order to exclude men whose 
ideals and conduct would have an un- 
favorable, influence on their associ- , 
ates. In this particular the examlna-' 
tibn is not only physical, but to some 
degree psychological. 
The benefits 


which have resulted to the military 
personnel from this new system have 
been gratifying to tho authorities.
